Episcopal Clinrch.—Tho rector, Rev. 


Stephen II. Uranbcrry, officiated both 


Yesterday opened in a most unpro- 


pitious manner so far as the weather was 
concerned. The rain which commenced 
falling soon after midnight, continued 
thiough the forenoon with but little if 
any abatement, and was attended by a 
high wind, which added much to the 
severity of the storm. 
This state ot 


attairs WHS, to make the best of it, ex- 
ceedingly discouraging to (lie K.iplisl 
congregation, who had li\oil upon this 
day for the dedication of then beautiful 
now chapel; but, notwithstanding the 
wind and rain, a congrcRution sulllciont 
in number to fill the room two-thirds 
full assembled at the hour lor moining 
service. 


After consultation it wns decided not 


to hold the dedicatory services proper 
until evening, or, if the storm should 
continue, until next Sabbath. 


Of clergymen there were present be- 


sides the pnstor, Rev. Dr. Johnson, ol 
Alton, and Rev. F G. Tlicaile, of 
Chicago, a former pnstoi of the church 
TUo airangement was for Dr. Johnson 
to preach in tho morning, but as the 
dedication ot the chapel was to be de- 
ferred, Mr. Theaile was ptcsseil into tho 
service, and preached a vciy interesting 
and feeling discourse from the words in 


-'-OS 13 
vs. 
"The righteous 


shall tlouiiah like the pilm tree," &c.— 
The speaker remarked by way of intro- 
duction, that tho palm-tree was used in 
tho text as a symbol of Clnislian life 
and experience, and in his discourse 
noticed the points of analogy between 
the palm ticeand genuine Christian life. 


Fiist, thotiec in question giowson the 


arid desert—so the Chi 1st! in lives in a 
world ot sin fitly compircd to a desert 
waste. 


Secondly, the palm-tree is grncclul in 


its appearance—so is Christian life. 


Thirdly, the palm-tree, though seem- 


ing to vegetate in the dry and scotching 
sand, by digging to its roots they aic 
found to stand in living spiinga of puic 
watei—so Christian lilestnkcs its roots 
down into Christ, who is the source ot 
spiritual life 


Other points were noticed and brought 


out forcibly by pertinent illustiations 
and the discourse, ns It deserved to do 
held tho closest attention of the audi- 
ence from the beginning to the end. 


The sermon was supplemented by a 


few remaiks of a very encouraging 
character, from Dr. Johnson, who said 
ho believed the storm was all foi the 
best, and expressed the belief that every 
thing would come out right, and called 
upon tho congregation to assemble at 
the hour of three" o'clock p. m.,fora 
priyer meeting. At the conclusion of 
these remarks tho congregation was dis- 
missed for the morning, 


At 3 p. ni a goodly numbei assembled 


as requested 1'or a season of prayer, and 
a, very interesting occasion wns enjoyed. 


In tho evening the rain had censed, 


and the house was well filled. In conse- 
quence of indisposition the pastor was 
absent. Elder Hayncs, of the Christian 
church, was picsent, and read the Scrip- 
ture lessons for the evening. The prc- 
liminaiy exercises over, Dr. Johnson, 
who was to preach the sermon, gave out 
as his text, "My house shall be called a 
house of prayer for all nation.s" The 
speaker dwelt upon three points. 


Fiist, why is a church the liouso of 


God'] In answer to this question tho fol- 
lowing icasons wore assigned . First, is 
tho'placc appointed by God for.IIis wor- 
ship; secondly, 
it is the place where 


He manifests His presence In a special 
manner. 


Tho second general proposition was, 


a church is|a house of piayor. From 
this tho speaker interred that nothing 
should be taken into tho chinch upon 
which God's blessing may not be sought 


Thirdly, the church is a house of 


prayer for all nations. Under this head 
the speaker took occasion to speak of 
the universality of Christian worship, 
and of the impartiality of the Divine 
Being in providing salvation for all peo- 
ple of every clime and age. 


The several propositions and points 


cmhuiced in the discourse were elabora- 
ted in a clear and forcible manner,being 
presented in] pertinent and eloquent 
language. 
At several passages the 


speaker became deeply in earnest, and 
moved his audience to tears. 
Of tho 


sermon we may say, most truthfully, it 
was able, earnest, and .effective, holding 
the closest attention of the hearcra from 
the Hist to the last wolds. 


At the conclusion of the discourse the 


speaker announced that tho structure, 
which they had convened to dedicate, 
had cost about $10,600, and that of this 
sum $2,500 was unprovided for, and he 
proposed, right then and there, to ask 
the congregation to contribute that 
amount, as the house could not bo 
formally dedicated until every dollar 
was secured in money or pledges. 
To realize this amount he inquired how 
many present would contribute twohun- • 
dred dollars each. To this proposition 
five persons responded, and numerous 
others in sums of one hundred, fifty1, 


singing, by Messrs. D. L. Bunn and G. 
F. Wesscls, with Miss Eva Bunn and 
Mrs. Wessels, wns excellent, and added 
much to the interest ot the occasion. 


While upon this matter of dedication, 


it may not be amiss to speak oJ the 
building itself. In size it is 40x76 feet, 
and 25 feet to the highest point in the 
ceiling, with a basement for furnace 
and other purposes of equal extent with 
the floor. The brick and stone work 
was done by Mr. D. C. Moflitt, and 
shows excellent workmanship in that 
line 
The carpenters were Lyon & Pat- 


terson, who also did fine woik in their 
department. The plasteting is tho han- 
diwork of Snarr & Miller, and is in all 
respects a good job. The plumbing and 
gas-fltting was done by Muell<!l'& Co., 
nnd like all jobs turned out by their cs- 
tablihhmcnt, show that they undeistand 
their business. Instead of chandeliers 
and brackets, what is known ns sun 
burners are used. Ot these them are 
three, and we think they aie the first 
ever put up in the city. They give n 
soft, mellow light, and beiug entirely 
out of range of the eye, are not as tiy- 
ing to the sight as me other modes of 
lighting. 


The painting wns done by Capt. \V. 


B. Uingliam, and IB highly creditable to 
his skill and taste. It is in imitation of 
black walnut, and is exceedingly well 
executed. The frescoing, by Mr. M. A. 
Meyer, is also a very neat job, and shows 
that those Mho have woik of that kind 
to be done, need not go abroad fru ai - 
lists to do it well. 


On the occasion ot the opening sei- 


vices yesteidny the lloi.il display was 
very fine, then- being linn-ing baskets 
of lloweis at e.uh window, with a large 
number ol vases upon Hie pl.illoim and 
altar table, and also at otliei places in 
the house. Among these floral decora- 
tions was an orange tree, ^from the gar 
den ot the eldei Mr. Weasels, bearing 
both blossoms andiipe hint 


The society may be congratulated up- 


on the consummation of this good work. 
They have now a neat and commodious 
place of worship, with an easy seating 
capacity ot about 350, and by placing 
scats at the sides and in tho aisles, sit- 
tings for five hundred may be easily fur- 
nished, when necessity icquires. 


Our tenders will bear in mind the ser- 


vice this evening, when the formal ded- 
ication will take place. The public is 
coidially invited, and wo trust that a 
goodly number will be present to lend a 
hand in raising whatever balance may 
be icquircd to provide for the last dol- 
lai ol the debt incurred in building the 
house
